Gifts are 
assigned by God as He desires, not according to what we crave (v. 11). Every gifted 
person has a proper function in the Body of Christ (the Church) and none is superior to 
another, only different in functio...

There are a number of steppingstones between a believer's conversion and a mature, 
fruitful life. We enumerate here 13 steps, with explanatory notes and suggestions on the 
road to being what Jesus called, a "true disciple."

There are 13 things that should be laid before each believer 
who aspires to be a true disciple. Those who assist them should touch on each point. Here 
is an outline of each of these points.
